A number of men suffer­ 
ing from rheum atism have been re­ 
moved to the hospital at W ashing­ 
ton. One or two deaths have been re­ 
ported from there but there have been 
no deaths in camp other than that of 
the suicide of ten days ago. 
The camp has also been very free 
of accidents. One or two of the men 
have been injured by accidental dis­ 
charges of their weapons and on Mon­ 
day a private had his arm broken 
while cranking an automobile, but 
generally the number of mishaps has 
been surprisingly low.

Governor 
Will 
Pare 
Measures 
Passed by the Legislature. 
Will Hold Them Down. 


The interest of the men in the box­ 
ing exhibition to be held Wednesday 
everting would indicate a large a t­ 
tendance.

A rrangem ents are being made in 
York, Baltimore, and H arrisburg to 
entertain the Jewish soldiers now in 
camp here.

Governor Brumbaugh 
on Monday 
began considering the cuts he will 
have to make 
in the appropriation 
bills the legislature passed on to him. 
These bills call for 'approxim ately 
$4,000,000 
more than the expected 
revenues for the next two years and 
this sum will be cut off Ute bills. The 
Governor intends holding down all 
the bills to u total 
of 
$82,000,000. 
The general appropriation bill alone 
curries $‘17,000,000, and this may be 
cut somewhat. 
During the week he will go over 
the various items of the bills with 
Senator Clarence J. Buckman, chair­ 
man of 
the 
Senate appropriations 
committee. Because of the $82,000,- 
000 tentatively fixed by the executive, 
it is taken he will approve the direct 
inheritance tax bill which will add 
about $11,000,IMH) to the state reve­ 
nues for the next two years. 
Most of the bills now in the Gov­ 
e rn o r’s hands are appropriation m ea­ 
sures, only 130 bills of a general n a­ 
ture remaining on his desk. 
Since the beginning of the session 
the Governor 
has disposed 
of 418 
bills. He has until July 28 to act upon 
those now' in his hands and it is likely 
th a t the appropriation measures will 
be among the last approved, the hos­ 
pital and educational institution mea- ! 
sures coming up first and the general 
appropriation bill, carrying funds for 
the executive, legislative and judicial 
branches of the government, last. 
So far he has approved but 44 bills 
th a t carry appropriations. He has ve- j 
toed LMI bills and approved 278 of a 
general character.

also were captured by the R ussians 
Russian cavalry 1s pursuing the re 
treating enem y and has reached tbs 
L ukva river.

FIRST AMERICAN TRAITOR 


Benjamin Church Played That Role 
During the Revolution. 
B enjam in Church, a g rad u ate of H a r­ 
vard aud a meiutier of a distinguished 
New 
England fuiully, w as the first 
A m erican traitor. 
Church becam e e m ­ 
inent as a surgeon aud as a w riter of 
verse aud 
was out* of the leading 
W hi^a In th e years ju st preceding tb s 
Revolution 
At oue tim e he was a 
m em ber of the M assachusetts provIii 
elal congress aud beaume a m em ber of 
the 
fam ous 
Boston 
com m ittee 
of 
safety. 
T h e com m ittee's plans were const* 
tautly revealed to Goners I Gage. gov­ 
ernor of th e province, but the source 
of the leak was not discovered until 
afte r the Revolution was fairly uuder 
way 
At the tim e of the actual brttak 
bet w eeu 
the 
colouies 
aud 
England 
C hurch wa* assigned to an Im portant 
colonial h o sp ital 
In September, 1775, 
a letter from C hurch to a British arm y 
officer. c o n ta in in g secrets of the Colo­ 
nial arm y, was intercepted. 
Church 
bad intrusted the latter, w ritten tu 
cutie, to u woman, to be conveyed to 
one of G eneral G age s stuff officer*. 
T h e woman confessed ber share iu the 
treasonable 
move 
and 
implicated 
Church. 
T h e traito r was tuken before a coun­ 
cil presided over by W ashington, and 
ha there practically adm itted his guilt. 
Congress, acting on the Miggcstlou of 
the trial council, ordered Church kept 
in close confinem ent in the Cam bridge 
jail, “ w ithout the use of J art* or paper, 
an d that no person be allowed to con 
verse with him except In the presence 
and henling of colonial officers until 
fu rth e r orders from this or a future 
congress.’’ 
C hurch's health failed rapidly, aud 
he w as perm itted to undergo banish 
ineut to th e West Indies. 
He sailed In 
a m erchant vessel in May, 177»i, uud 
neither th e ship nor Church ever was 
heard of again 
K an sas City Star.
